TROOPS HOLD/ UP A TREASURE SHIP 


They Compel the Captain To Give Up the 
Cash—A Few Shots Silence a Fort. 
Cowardly Soldiers Flee. 


Amoy, Ghina, Jane 7, via Victoria, B. 
C., July 3—<(Staff Correspondence.)—The 
republic of Formosa was short lived. Lie 
Chang Fang and John W. Foster anchored 
twelve miles from Kelung last Sunday 
and on shipboard made the formal delivery 
of the island’ to Admiral Kabayama, in 
accordance with the terms of the treaty. 
That is, the necessary papers were ex- 
changed. China, through Lord Li, ceded 
all rights to the island and told Japan to 
take it if she could. Japan has taken it 


she conquered China. ; 

For many weeks Chinese mandarins in 
Formosa had been boasting that Japan 
could never take possession. Under inspi- 
ration from Peking and from the viceroys 
of several provinces, a republic was de- 
clared. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and a great quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tion were sent to the island by Chinese 
officials. For a month Chinese ships, sail- 


money from Shanghai and Canton. Two 
thousand troops were sent from Canton by 
the viceroy of the province. The ports were 
supposed to have been put in readiness to 
repulse the entire Japanese fleet. Tele- 
grams sent here announced that the sol- 
‘diers had been paid in advance and were 
being well fed in order to make 4hem 
fight as they fought under foreign officers 
when the French were repulsed in 1884. 
But instead of the soldiers being fed and 
armed, it proves that the mandarins 
toMned the usual combination, while the 
officials divided the large sums of money 
sent them and prepared to fly the instant 
the Japanese forces’ appeared, promising 
the soldiers all sorts of picturesque re- 
wards if they repulsed the Japanese. 

Sent the Imperial Guard. 

The imperial guard of 10,000 troops, ‘the 
crack soldiers of Japan, who saw no ser- 
vice in the war with China, ‘though they 
were in Port Arthur during the peace ne- 
gotiations at Shimonoseki, were gent to 
The transports were accompa- 
nied by five warships. , 

The plan of campaign was to land at 
Palm island, near Tamsui, take tho Ta:msui 
forts and march upon Tai Peh, the capital, 
but it was found that the country was 
80 mountainous troops Could not be march- 
ed around to the re&r of the forts. The 
Japanese attacked the forts from the 
front, attempting a march of a mile 
through paddy fields under th: gins of 
the forts. In this atlack they los! nesériy 
four hundred men. The Japanese 
commander viewed such a campaign as sui- 
cidal, therefore the “troopers w@re re-em- 
barked and taken around the northeast end 
of the island into a natural harbor, twelve 
miles from Kelung. Here the,troops were 
landed Sunday morning, June 2d, They 
marched on the forts from the rear and took 
possession with a loss of only four men. 
Three hundred Chinese were killed during 
their brigf show of resistance. The majori- 
ty were shot down while running away. 

Several days later the Japanese army 
marched upon Tamsui and took possession 
without resistance, Since then they have 
taken Tai Peh Fu, arfl as far as the Chi- 
nese republicans are concerned now have 
fuli possession of the island. 

When the Japanese took Kelung, the 
Formosan republic fell immediately. Man- 
darins and officers scrambled to escape. 
Ships had been held in readiness and with 
their booty they made off. ‘Then it was. 
that Chinese soldiers became mobs and 
looted towns and government buildings, de- 
stroying all public and much private prop- 
erty. ‘ 

A Ship’s Hard Time. 

The day after the Kelung forts were takén 
the Arthur, a Chinese ship, sailing under 
the German flag, bearing money and muni- 
tions of war sent from Shanghai, arrived 
at Tamsui. The Arthur passed two Japan- 
ese cruisers. They knew what she bore, 
but because of the German flags she was 
not molested. When she landed the pay- 
master of the Chinese trodps at Tamsui | 
immediately went aboard with $45,000, which 
Was to have been used in paying off the 
soldiers, The paymaster had decided he 
could make better use of it himself. The 
Arthur was waiting to take out persons 
who were fleecing from the island with their 
valuables. The Chinese soldiers, seeing an 
opportunity for robbing, fired upon the peo- 
ple to prevent them from getting to the 
ship. They robbed every one and wantonly

During’ the day two 
other bodies of soldiers went aboard and 
got ‘$35,000. Wednesday night a fresh at- 
ae was made to get up’ anchor, but 
@zain there was such hot firing from the 
shore that it could not be done. Word was 
sent from the fort that if the ship at- 
tempted to leave she would be sunk. To 
show that they meant business the sol- 
diers in the fort fired several shots over 
the Arthur. 
Escaping the Mainland. 
Rioting and fighting among the soldiers 
and people were kept up all night. On 


Thursday morning the Arthur made another - 


attempt to hoist anchor when the fort 
guns opened upon her. One shell narrowly 
missed Captain Jennesen, went down 
through the upper. deck and killed a 
Chinese captain while he sat smoking his 
pipe at a table, and brought up against a 
steel bulkhead without exploding. Another 
shell kilied: six men and wounded a score 
of others. Altogether some twenty men 
were killed and fifty wounded. Shells 
were coming thick and fast when Captain 
Jennesen signalled to the German warship, 
litis, for help. The Iltis is a small gunboat, 
but her captain opened fire. The first shell 
landed within the fort and killed fifteen 
soldiers. The Chinese gunners fied and the 
fort was silenced. The cowardly Chinese 
soldiers on the shore likewise fled, and the 
Arthur was able to get away. She came 
here with a lot of Chinese unarmed sol- 
diers as quiet as lambs. Ex-President Tang 
was afraid td take the Arthur but he made 
the Kwongmo and escaped to Amoy. With 
him were 2.500 soldiers, who forced the com- 
mander of the ship to take them to Canton.

Forecasters in the Service. 

Washington, July. 3.—Professor W. A. 
Moore, of Chicago. who has been recom- 
mended by Secretary Morton as the new 
chief of the weather bureau, is regarded 
as one of the best forecasters in the ser- 
vice and has a reputation for accuracy sec- 
ond to none in the department. He first 
came to the notice of Secretary Morton 
,about a year ago, when the secretary be- 
gan a‘therough investigation of the work 
being done by the weather bureau, with 
the end in view of..materially improving 
that service and causing it to issue practi- 
cal information:for the farmer, merchant 
and sailor and every other line of business 
‘in which the condition of the weather and 
the approach of storms had anything to do. 

Circulars were issued to the better clases 
eprays «fh 
‘the practical forecasting of the weather 
bureau. About thirty of the mena replied. 
These essays, numbered but with their au- 
thors’ names unknown, were turred over 
to a board consisting of Chief Harring- 
ton, Professor Mendenhall and Major Dun- 
woody. This board sélevted the best of 
the essays, less than ten, and the writers 
were ordered to Washington to make re- 
ports. This was done for a month and 
Moore receiving the highest percentage, 
almost 100, was given the position of pro- 
fessor of meteorology at a salary of $2,500, 
He was prior to this local forecaster at 
Milwaukee, but after his promotion was 
transferred to Chicago. During last win- 


| ter he made a wonderful record, consider- 


ing the character of the weather. There 
were numerous cold waves during that 
season, some of them of unusual severity, 
and it was his marvélous accuracy in pre- 
dicting “their coming that again attracted 
the attention of Secretary Morton. 

One thing that pleased the secretary was 
Moore’s fashion of making statements 
about which there could be no doubt.. He 
avoided all ambiguous predictions and 
risked a positive statement or frankly said 
in his report that it was yumpossible to ac- 
curately judge the forthcoming conditions, 
following this with the best judgment he 
could command. He rarely missed the 
mark and his reports were the best made 
in*that very trying kind of weather. 

In politics Mr’ Moore 1s said to be’ re- 
publican. He is a man of about forty years 
of age and has grown up in the service, 


COURTHOUSE BURNED.. 


Investigation Had Just Been 
Started—It Looks Suspicious, 

Jackson, Tenn., July 3.—(Special.)\—The 
substantial brick courthouse at Lexington, 
Henderson county, Tennessee, twenty-eight 
tniles east of this city, was totally de- 
stroyed by fire at 3:30 o’clock this morning, 
tegether with the greater part of all the 
court records, pepers, etc., of the Lexing- 
ton corporation. Several lawyers ‘had otfic.s 
in the building <nd lost all their books and 
rarers. Not a scrap was saved from the 
trustees’ and circuit clerk’s offices.” Some 
things, bovks principally, were saved from 
the county clerk’s office and the chancery 
office, but all officers except the chancery 
clerk will lose several hundre4 dollars, 
Tm stee Essary had between $1,500 and $2,006 
worth of varrants in his office for which 
there ds nothing to show.

London, July 3.—Mr. Gladstone’s promised ' 


letter to his Midlothian constituents in con- 
nection with his retirement from political 
life was published today. After bidding 
farewell to the electors who have support- 
ed him at the polls: for many years past 
and expressing his gratitude for their ad- 
hesion to the priciples he advocated, the 
ex-premier proceeds to say: 

“It is beyond question that the century 
now expiring has exhibited since the close 
of its first quarter a period of unexampled

Friedrichsruhe, July 3.—Prince Bismarck 
is much better this morning and is in no 
respect in a dangerous or even serious 
condition. In consequence of alarmist news 
which got abroad yesterday telegrams 
poured in from all directions inquiring anx- 
icusly as to the ex-chancellor’s condition.

LOOKING TO WEXT WEEK'S MEETING 


Bpain’s Empty ‘Tr:asury Gives the Rebels 
Zncouragement, and They Think the 
Fighting Cannot Contiaue Long. 


Fernandina, Fla., July 3.+<Special.)—One 
of the Cuban insurgent leaders whose head- 
garters are in New York, arrived here late 
this afternoon to consult on important mat- 
ters with the gentleman in charge of the 
insurgent affairs at this end. The dis- 
patches reporting that three torpedo boats 
were fitting out in France for the Cuban 
revolution were shown him and he confirm- 
ed the report without hesitation, but séid 
that the boats were built in this country 
ecme time ago and were intended to have 
been fitted out in the United States and to 
operate from the Florida coast, but ow!ng 
to the stand the state department at Wash- 
ington had recentiy taken as a result of 
President Cleveland’s message they had 
been compelled to dbandon this plan and 
Bend them to France instead, where they 
are being equipped. Within a short time he 
hoped they would be in readinéss to fulfill 
their mission and would immediately pro- 
ceed to the scene of agitation, He attrib- 
uted the attitude of the United States to a 
desire to foreclose on the Mora claim, which 
could not be done without some show of de- 
sire to preserve neutrality. The torpedo 
boats are to operate against Havana in 
connection with that division of the army 
immediately under command of Gomez. 

Continuing he ‘said that already the in- 
gurgents are in control of the province of 
Camaguey and all the provinces east of it. 
In the Vuelta Abajo district and the Pinor 
del Rio province, both directly west of Ha- 
vana, the insurgents are in vast majority 
and the bands are uniting. 

“This movement has been anticipated by 
the Spanish authorities,who are now in read- 
iness to: move eastward when the signal is 
given from the insurgents in the west, who 
hope to assist in a general assault on Ha- 
vana. This simultaneous movement is iden- 
tical with the one which was to start from 
this port before the revolution had been 
proclaimed, but which miscarried. fa- 
vVana’s mayor is now in New York city and 
4s fearful that some such move is in con- 
tempiation. When I left New York hun- 
dreds of prominent Spaniards had already 
errived there and reported that many more 
were getting ready to leave, Parties of fif- 
ty and seventy-five are coming td the 
states every week via Fiorida, bringing 
with them all movable effects. 

“The meeting of the Cuban leadérs now in 
the United States, which is to be held at 
eur headquarters in New York on July 10th, 
will disclose facts that will open the eyes of 
all who have doubts of our success and our 
ability to carry out that which we started 
in to do. Among other business to be trans- 
acted there will be the election, or rather se 
lection, of a man to assume the duties that 
‘Marti left unfinished in the United States. 
It is an open warfare and we don’t care if 
Spain is aware of our intention as it will 
be impossible for that country to help her- 
self much at this :ate day. Our reports 
from the island shew that more Spanish 
scidiers ase now dying there monthly from 
fever than we could have hoped to have 
kilied with bullets in a year. Arms and 
ammunition in considerable quantities are 
being landed in Cuba every day and we have 
enough money to iast tjll we get more, but 
recruits are coming to our standard in such 
num.bers that as yet it has been impossible 
to properly equip them. But this difficulty 
is being overcome and our army will soon 
compare favorably with that of the Span-: 
fjards. Many of the reports sent out to 
the contrary from Havana and Madrid are 
base fabrications intended to discourage Our 
friends here and elsewhere. 

“Srain’s financial dilemma gives us great 
hope, as we now think the termination of 
the war is not so far off as those Who watch- 
ed the last uprising may predict. The cir- 
cumstances are so different as to entirely 
bar the possibilty of a compromise. 
Paris and London agents inform us that 
there is scarcely a chance of Spain’s nego- 
tiating any considerahie loan which she 
stands so sorely in need of. The fact is em- 
phasized by the glaring inability to pay 
the Mora claim, which is only a million 
and a half. Besides much of the money 
Spain is sending over to Cuba for expenses 
is being appropriated to the personal uses 
of the officers in charge there.”’ 


Pontoons To Be Thrown Across To 
Shut Out Filibusters. 

_ Jacksonville, Fla., July 3.—A cablegram 

to The Times-Union from Key West, Fla.,

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HAWAII’S NEW MINISTER. 


Castle Confirmed by the Senate—Great 
Secrecy Observed. 

Honolulu, June 27, per Steamer Alameda, 
via San Francisco, July 3.—The senate yes- 
terday confirmed the appointment of Wil- 
ham R. Castle as minister to Washington. 
The closest secrecy is observed as to the 
nature of the committee’s report, the en- 
sting discussion and the vote. ‘There is 
good .reason to believe that the committee 
reported unanimously in Castie’s favor. Un- 
dcubtedly there was a warm contention by 
the. senators. Minister Hatch is said tv 
have urged strong reascns for the con- 
firmation. There is a definite report that 
the vote in his favor was 10-to 4 Mr. Cas- 
tle has a large body of warm friends and 
admirers. The opposition to him has been 
very strenuous. The opponents have been 
extremely cautious about specifying in 
print any particular grounds of objection 
to him. Castle receivéd influential support 
from the native element, who regard him 
as a sympathizer with themselves and feel 
that he would not neglect their interests 
in any negotiations at Washington. 

President Dole has named the five re- 
maining members of the council of state, 
as follows: Charles M. Cook, American; 
Jose Mendonca, Portuguese; John Emmelu- 
tha, American; T. B. Murray, American; 
Henry Smith, Hawaiian. 

The last named will not be likely to qual- 
ify for serving by resigning his present 
office as clerk of the supreme court. As 
the names now stand there are in the 
council six American, three British, three 
part Hawaiians; one full Hawaiian, one 
German and one Portuguese. 

The council will probably be soon called 
upon to assent to some pardons of-insur- 
gents.

FOURTH OF JULY FIREWORKS 


Caused a Fire and a Loss of $100,000 
at Lynn Yesterday. 

Lynn, Mass., July 3.—At 10:50 o’clock this 
fcrenoon there was an explosion of fire- 
works in front of L. A. May Company's 
store in the Sagamore hotel block, corner of 
Union and Mulberry streets, at the tem- 
porary counter erected outside the store on 
the sidewalk. Immediately the whole mass 
of fireworks was ablaze and the fusilade 
of exploding rockets, cannon crackers, 
bombs, etc., startled everybody in‘ Central 
square. A. B.’Stimpson, who was in charge 
of the fireworks counter, was ‘*nocked 
} against the glass front of the building, but 
was not injured. The flames commun’'cated 
to the store of the L, A..May Compary and 
spread. with alarming rapidity. Tre fire- 
men did not get the alarm right and for 
nearly fifteen mihutes the flames had every- 
thing their own way. A general alarm was 
finally sounded, 

Half an hour after the fireworks exploded 
the entire biock, which is four stories of 
brick, about one hundred feet front on Un- 
jon street and more than that in depth, was 
a mass of flames. 

‘The heat caused an explosion which blew 
out the plate gass front of the L. A. May 
Company’s store and injured one of the 
firemen, Sydney Greenwood, quite severely. 
The beokkeepers in the L. A. May Com- 
pany’s store did not have time to even 
save their books and accounts on the 
desks: 

An eye-witness claims to have seen a boy 
light a bunch of fireworks with a slow 
match, intending to throw them into the 
gutter, but by accident he dropped them 
into the bunch of roman candles: and 
rockets and started the general explosion 
of everything on the fireworks counter. 

The employes of the L. A. May Company 
were engulfed so quickly in smoke and 
flames that they had great difficulty in 
mak:ng their exit. All but two were SUuC- 
cessful. James H. Winslow and Harry F. 
Hicks, sixty-three and fifty-seven years 
old respectively, who were working on 
the third floor back when the explosion 
occurred and did not have time to escape. 
The body of Hicks was found in the ruins 
this afRernoon buried to a crisp, his 
identification being made possible only by 
a@ fragment of a neck scarf. Winslow’s 
body has not been recovered.

| operate new mines and old mines in which 
work some time ago ceased. When the 
old mines closed down hundreds of the 
workmen sought new fields of labor. Now 
that the boom is on again, laborers are 
needed to fill the places of those who went 
away. The same inducements offered in 
Jacksonville are offered in other southern 
cities from which the same quiet move- 
ment toward Birmingham has been made.

DR. PAYNE’S SLAYER. 


The Trial ef Baxter Shemwell at Lex- 
ington. 

Charlotte, N. C., July 3-~-The trial of 
Baxter Shemwell for the murder of Dr. 
R. L. Payne, Sr., in Lexington, N. C., is 
one of the most important ever held in 
North Carolina, owing to the prominence 
of the parties to the affair. 

The killing occurred on February 26tr. 
Shemwell was instrumental in the removal 
of Dr. Payne as an insurance examiner. 
This led to a difficulty in the morning, 
at the beginning of which Dr. Payne ad- 
vised peace, but which wound up by pis- 
tols being drawn and shots fired. No one 
was hurt and the parties were tried be- 
fore a magistrate and bound over to court, 
After the trial the Paynes, father and son, 
were walking home when Shemwell fol-. 
lowed, and as they faced around, on be- 
coming aware of his presence, he shot old 
Dr. Payne in the right breast. All three 
then clinched and fell over in the street. 
Dr. Payne, the elder, was taken up and 
stretched out on the pavement and in fif- 
teen minutes was dead. Shemwell fs a hot- 
blooded man and has been in several shoot- 
ing scrapes before. .

Columbia, 8S. C., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
midsummer outlook for the farmers is 
good. Cotton is healthy and the squares 
are forming rapidly. The corn crop gener- 
ally is good, especially bottom corn, which 
is in excellent condition. The fruit crop 
is exceptionally good, but peaches gener- 
ally are very small. There is a good pros- 
pect for a bounteous melon crop, but it 
will be so late that much cannot be ex- 
pected from it in money returns. The re- 
ports show that all parts of the state are 

remarkably free from insect pests. 

The county convention of Spartanburg.

Clarendon will give both factions 
representation, but the faction having the 
majority of votes will get the majority of 
delegates. This will be the basis in Hamp- 
ton. In Edgefield “the best men, irre- 
spective of factions,” will be elected. In 
Lancaster there will be a straight fight, 
and in Williamsburg the same programme 
will be followed, Marion and Oconee coun- 
ties will divide the delegates equally be- 
tween the factions. These are the only 
counties that have acted yet, but what 
has been done in them may be taken as 
an indication of what will be done through- 
out the state. In the larger number of 
counties it will be a bitter fight between 
the factions. 

The conservatives count upon controlling 
Richland, Charleton, Beaufort,, George- 
town, Colleton and Sumter’ counties, and 
it is generally conceded that such will 
be the result in those counttés. The re- 
formers have the remainder of the state 
in their hands.

STABBED HIS WIFE. 


Slashed His Son with the Knife and 
Attempted Suicide. 

Richmond, Va., July 3.—A Doswell spec- 
ial to The Wispatch says: 

“A wife murder and attempted suicide, 
which will prove successful, occurred about 
6:30 o’:lock yesterday morning in Caroline 
county, near this place.

The boy left 
the table @ moment and while he twas out 
his ‘mother went to the fireplace to attend 
to something. His father followed her, 
and while she was stooping threw her 
backward and slashed her in several places. 
The son grabbed a shovel and struck his 
father, who then turned upon him and cut 
him, as above stated. 

“After this Phillips turned his knife upon 
himself, jinflicting such ghastly wounds 
that he collapsed immediately and- was 
unable to move. Phillips refused to be 
attended by a physician. No reason is 
assigned for the butchery. 

“The boy will recover. Mrs. Phillips was 
an industrious womap, and supported the 
family principally by her own, efforts.”

A PACIFIC CABLE. 


British Capitalists Will Bualld. One. 
The Route and Cost. 

San Francisco, July 3.—A statement was 
made today by Vice President Hugh Craig, 
of the chamber of commerce, that after a 
careful examination into the subject he is 
convinced that British capitalists will build 
the Pacific cable and that the difficulty 
over getting a mid-ocean station has been 
overcome. The proposed route is from 
Auckland, New Zeaiand, to Norfolk island, 
in the south Pacific, 415 miles; Norfolk 
island to Fiji, 1,002 miles; Fiji to Fanning 
island, 1,715 miles, and from there to Van- 
couver, 3,242 miles. The total length will 
be 6,484 miles, almost three times as long 
as the shortest transatlantic cable. The 
estimated cost is $7,585,000. It is proposed 
to have a number of cables connecting the 
main one in the southern hemisphere, the 
principal connections to be at Auckland and 
Sydney, N. S. W.

Jim Latham, who returned to Atlarta 
from the Columbus, O., penitentiary a few 
days ago, after having served a two years’ 
sentence for counterfeiting, has taken up 
his home in the remote western part of the 
city and is living a quiet life there. 

He arrived in Atlanta one day last week 
just from the penitentiary and went at 
once to No. 16 Chestnut street, the home 
of the Chisolms, where he says he in- 
tends to remain. 

Latham is a quietly disposed man and 
seems to have changed wonderfully since 
his incarceration began two years ago. 
He looks older and has become partly gray, 
although he has a strang, healthy appear- 
ance. 

Latham was seen at his home yesterday 
afternoon, but with a dogged determination 
he declined to talk about his prison life or 
to say anything about himself more than 
that he would remain in Atlanta and at his 
present home He gave as a reason for his 
declination to talk that the newspapers 
had always misrepresented him and he was 
tired of it.

“T have not a word to say,” said Latham 
“The papers misrepresented me and I am 
tired of it. When I was being tried they 
said things about me that were not true 
and have kept it up while I have been 


away and I don’t want anything to do with - 


them. I have come here to stay and am 
going to dodt. 1 haven’t got a word to 
say about Lewis Redwine or anydody else 
at Columbus and you needn’t ask Sy, any-e 
thing about it. I have got some \. rk to 
do and you will have to excuse me.”’ 

With that parting remark Latham left 
the house and returned to the rear with 
the little girl mentioned.

Hon, W. J. Bryan Talked Straight Facts 


on Free Coinage. 
AIS LECTORE LISTENED TO BY 1,500 


It Was a Marvel of Logic, Wit and 
Forceful Eloquence. 


HE WAS APPLAUDED HEARTILY AND OFTEN 


Those Who Were So Fortunate as to Hear 
Mr. Bryen Were Thoroughly De- 
ligbted—He Isan Abie Lecturer. 


j 
Eloquent without effort, forceful since he 


dealt in facts, and earnest because he wag 
handling a questidn upon the proper soly- 
1.wa of which depends the welfare of/a 
great people, Hon. W. J. Bryan, famed 
for his oratory, spoke for two hours Mast 
night at the Grand to an audience ‘that 
was in entire sympathy with him agd his 
views from beginning to end. 

When the handsome statesman frém Ne- 
braska was introduced to the audjence by 
Captain E. P. Howell in a few appropriate 
words and stepped before the 1600 people 
at the Grand shortly before 9 o’clock the 
thunderous applause lasted for nearly a 
minute before the speaker was permitted 
to make an attempt at proceeding. When 
he was about to utter his first word the 
applause broke out anew and was a com- 
pliment bestowed upon the famous silver 
orator by people who knew of him and 
who appreciated and understood his mis- 
sion and admired his motive. 

Unfortunately, ‘having spoken nearly 
every day for the past several weeks, Mr. 
Bryan’s voice was in no condition to go on 
with*this speech. He was at first barely 
able to articulate, but as he proceeded with 
his lecture he was able to talk with splen- 
did distinctness, though at Several points 
the weakened condition of his voice could 
be plainly noted. 

Every point made by the speaker, and 
they were as numerous almost as the 
gentences in his lecture, was greeted by 
tremendous applause, which indicated only 
feebly the approbation which was given 
his sentiments. His illustrations were 
simple, yet complete and comprehensive. 
In introducing Mr. Bryan, Captain Howell 
eaid that the gentleman from Nebraska 
was well known throughout the United 
States, and to those who did not know him 
he would speak for himself. 

Never was the position of gold standard 
men more aptly described than when in a 
burst of eloquence Mr. Bryan declared: 

“The men who fifty years ago wanted 
to demonetize gold for their profit are 
those who today clamor for the downfall 
of silver and who tomorrow will strike 
down both metals and substitute a diamond 
standard. The gold standard was born of 
avarice and is sought to be perpetuated 
for personal gain.” 

Right Into the Subject. 

Mr. Bryan did: not pause to indulge in 
an airy prelude to his lecture, but he went 
straight to the heart of the question he 
intended to discuss. He said that’ there 
were three or four questions which he 
should endeavor to elucidate. ” 

“We understand that there is a position 
in political economics which is called the 
advocacy of free coinage or ‘bimetallism. 
What is bimetallism, who desires it, why 
is it desirable and how is it to be obtained 
are the four questions which are to be 
answered. 

“The advocates of bimetallism tell you 
what legislation they desire and what they 
intend to give you; the advocates of the 
gold standard do not tell you what they 
want in the way of legislation nor do they 
tell you what relief they are going to 
offer in the place of the demonetization of 
silver and a contracted currency. 

“There are many mistakes made as to 
the meaning of bimefallism. One gentle- 
man told me once that he was in favor of 
bimetallism as he thought that the govern- 
ment should buy all the metal it wanted. 
Another gentleman told me that it was his 
belief that bimetallism would eventually 
come, but that it would be upon a goid 
basis. Still another said that he was a bi- 
metallist if there was a gold standard. 

“Now, bimetallism, ag its advocates in- 
terpret the meaning of the word, means 
two-metallism, or the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money on terms of 
absolute equality. It is not the state of 
finances where a silver dollar is to be re- 
garded as a promise to pay in gold. It is 
where the two metals § are invested 
with the same privileges at the mint. This 
is what the word means until the meaning. 
is changed. 

Talks of the Matter of Ratio. 

“A question of ratio comes up for con- 
sideration,’’ continued the speaker. ‘“Li- 
metallism does not,depend upon any one 
ratio. The ratio has been 15 to 1 and 16 to 
1 and the same splendid condition, when 
there was no discrimination against gither 
metal, was the result. Let us discuss the 
meaning of the word ratio. The word is 
not generally understood. 

“One man came ta me and wanted 
to know if it meant that 
the government would coin sixteen silver 
dollars every time it coined a gold dollar. 
A gold standard man said that it meant 
that the south was in favor of having the 
government issue $16 to every 1 person in 
the United States. What it means is. that 
the weight of a silver dollar shall be six- 
teen times as great as the weight of a gold 
dollar—that the silver in a silver dollar 
shall be that many times heavier than the 
gold in a gold dollar. This is a matter fixed 
by law and could be placed at 20 to 1 or 40 
to 1. This is the legal relation of the two 
metals as decreed by law. This result could 
be‘ reached by decreasing the size of the 
gold dollar or increasing that of the silver 
dollar. 

“If a fee of a slight per cent were charged 
for the coinage of gold it would depreciate 
the value of the gold dollar to that extent 
and make it an unstable standard instead 
of the unfluctuating standard the soynd 
money men say it is today. Yet silver is 
not even accorded any privilege whatever 
and is decried by these people. 

Some Interesting Ulustrations,. 

“IT am reminded of an illustration that 4 
gold standard speaker gave in an argument 
Out in Nebraska, The argument had warm- 
ed up and both orators were speaking away. 
Finally the gold standard man illustrated 
the ditterence btween goli and silver from 
his standpoint. He was showing why silver 
thould rot be given free coinage. 

“ Suppose,’ said the orator, ‘a man should 
have in his house $1,000 in silver, $1,000 in 
gold and $1,000 in greenbacks. Suppose this 
house should burn down. The greenbacks 
would be destroyed and the other metals 
would be melted. That man could take the 
meited gold and have it coined back into 
ae But the silver could only be sold for 

0.’ 

“Well,” replied the free silver man, ‘sup- 
Pose that same man had that money in a 
boat and it. should turn over. The gold 
would sink and the silver would sink and 
Only the paper money would float and would 
be the only money that would be of any use 
to him.’ 

If There Had Been Free Coinage. 

“If there had been free coinage,”’ said Mr. 
Bryan, “the man when his house burned, 
could have had his silver coined back into 
his $1,000. Now, would he have sold his 
melted silver for $600 if that had been 
true, as it would have been? Let us go 
just a Nttle further right here. 

\.“If there had been a tax of 1 cent og 


and that is al} he could have sold it for. 
Would the gol dollar then have been an 
honest dollar—a dollar that was stable and 
never fluctuated? | 

“What does the free and unlimited coin- 
&ge of silvey mean? It means the coinage 
of silver without restriction. It means 


mo restriction as to the amount to be 


coined. When a man goes to the mint 
with gold, he takes as much as he pleases. 
He can take $1,000 or $100,000,000 and have it 
coined {Into gold dollars. They do not 
ask him where it came from, how he got 
it or how much he intends to bring. Tat 
is what we ask for silver. 

“Our creed is embraced in these words: 
The immediate restoration—restoration is 
the, word, for we are asking for nothing 
buf that which existed up until 1874—and 
the free and unlimited coinage of goid 
and silver at a ratio of 16 to 1 without 
waiting for any other nation to take a 
hand, the doliurs thus coined to be iegal 
tender for all debts, public and private. 


It Is a Difference. 


“A silver dollar in 1873 was legal tender; 
today it is a money to be redeemed. Yet 
it contains the same amount of silver. 
Up to 1853 the coinage of subsidiary coin 
was unlimited. By subsidiary coinage I 
mean 50 cents, 25 cents and 10 cents. Yet 
it became necessary to reduce these coins 
in weight in order to keep them in this 
country, and they were thus made to be 
less in intrinsic value than the dollar they 
were supposed to be parts of. In other 
words, two 50-cent pieces did not contain as 
much silver as a dollar after that change. 
And they were made token money. 

“Silver dollars were made token money 
in 1874 and remained in that condition. In 
1878 the Sherman act was made a law and 
this was im effect until 1890. If We are 
to have free coinage of silver we must not 
insert in that law a suggestion, 4s appears 
in the Sherman. act, that silver is not a 
metal to be regarded upon the same basis 


as gold. 
Contracts for Gold. 

“If you demonetize silver you create @ 
demand for gold. Contracts are then made 
in gold and if enough contracts are made 
gold is driven to a premium. For instance, 
if a man desires to put up a big building he 
guarantees to pay back in gold those who 
lend him money. In order that he can 
meet this contract he is forced to demand 
a gold contract from the lessees, and the 
lessees in turh from the renters and thus 
all the way ¢through. 

“If instead of permitting individuals. to 
call for the payment they selected and thus 
make the basis, silver was the money in 
which the debt could be uitimately settled, 
the necessity for so mahy wrongs would 
be removed and there would be no reason 
for the first demand of gold. 

“There are bimetallists who believe in 
international bimetallism, and those who 
believe in independent bimetallism. The 
first class admit the necessity for bimetal- 
lism, but insist upon an agreement with 
other nations. The second class believes 
in it frequently because they think that it 
is a matter of helping home industries. 

Why We Use Silver. 

“We do not use silver because it is pro- 
duced, but because it is a nécessity as 2 
money metal. That is the answer that 
stands the test. ) 

“Limited coinage is a dangerous thing, 
as surplus silver in the market would ect 
as a disturbing element. Not so with un- 
limited cainage. There would be no stop 
to the demand. The government would be 
always reacy to receive, and that held back 
would be stopped for some reason—to be 
used in the arts, perhaps. 

“Is bimetallism d2sirable and who de- 
sires it? When the qvestion as to whether 
cattle shall go at 'arge or mot comes up 
there is usually a division besween the peo- 
ple of the burg. Those who have no cows 
believe ‘that.the owners of cows should Keep 
them penned up. The owners of cows be- 
lieve that the ones objecting should build 
fences. 

“Show me a man who has a pecuniary 
interest where he needs the gold and | will 
show you a man who is a gold standard 
man. And it is much the same with a sil- 
ver man. There are two arguments in fa- 
vor of bimetallism—one is on theory and 
the other necessity. 

Has Been Called a Craze. 

‘The silver question ‘thas been called a 
craze and you have been told that it will 
blow over. Out west, where frequent 
windstofms occur, fences are blown over 
and houses are blown over. One farmer 
Out there began to build him a fence of 
stone or mortar. A neighbor came along 
and stopped,:‘Don’t you know that’ll blow 
over?’ he ithquired. ‘Maybe so,’ was the 
reply, ‘it is now five feet wide and four 
feet high, so if it blows over it will be one 
foot taller than before.’ "’ 

Tremendous cheering followed this illus- 
tration. ‘ 

Mr. Bryan then showed how in 1858 a 
French’ gold standard writer was crying 
because there was an over-production of 
fold and was declaring that the country 
Was going to ruin because all the securi- 
ties were payable in gold, which had 
become a cheap metal. 

The speaker said that it was a part of 
bimetallism that the debtor should have 
the choice of payment money and that bi- 
metallism would give him the chioice. He 
explained that if all the debtors selected 
the cheaper metal, silver, it would 
force it up until it went to an equality with 
gold. On the other hand he showed how 
the creditor, if in power as now, would al- 
ways select the metal that was then dear- 
est and would make it still dearer by 
forcing the demand. 

He told how the governnent had $600,000,- 
000 in greenbacks which were payable in 
either gold or silver, but which, through 
an unwise precedent, had came to be paya- 
bie in gold only. He explained how a man 
could offer to buy bonds with greenbacks 
and would be refused because the bonds 
calied for gold, yet that man could drain 
the gold from the treasury by demanding 
it for his greenbacks and then buy tie 
bonds, getting the gold from the same 
man f0F his greenbacks. rie showed how 
$18,000,000 of gold was taken from the treas- 
ury and put back for the purpose of buy- 
ing bonds. Mr. Bryan told how this drain 
cou%® be repeated and repeated. and the 
payment of the tax be made to rest upon 
the people, while the treasury was no bet- 
ter off. 

Mf. Bryan showed how the bonds were 
sold for 104 by the United States and im. 
mediately. resold by the buyers at 119 
and were now worth 123. This 
was an illustration to show the lack of 
business ability of the present administra- 
tion. He-said that we were now under 
the protection of Rothschild and Morgan 
and would be taken care of until October, 
when he didn’t know what would happen 
to us when we had to depend on our own 
resources. 

The speaker then discussed the per capita 
amount of maney and read from the treas- 
ury report, wHich indicated that the amount 
in circulation was $69,000,000 less this year 
on June ist than at the same time last 
year, Calculating on the basis of Sherman 
that an increase of $54,000,000 a year was 
necessary and 3 per cent added for busincss 
increase, the amount was now $123,000,000 
less than it should be.

Trusts Not Above the Law. 
From The Detroit Free Press. 

By deciding the whisky trust to be illegal 
the supreme court of Illinois ._has given 
trust monopolies a hard blow and shown 
that the legal barriers which they have 
tried to erect for their protection have 
failed of their purpose. When the sugag 
trust under its former style of organiza- 
tion Was declared to be in violation of law 
there was a general stampede among the 
great trusts and they hastened to secure 
Such charters as it was thought would 
give them an unassailable legal status. 
The whisky trust was duly incorporated 
under the laws of Illinois and supposed 
itself to be impregnable in.the courts, but 
it has been swept aside and the facet demon- 
strated that there are sound principles of 
law wilich it is impossible for these huge 
monopolies to evade. What is good law in 
Illinois is good law throughout the coun- 
try, and if trusts cannot be placed upon a 
solid foundation there they should not be 
tolerated anywhere in the country. The 
good work commenced in Illiois should be 
carried out in every state where there is 
@ trust.

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Georgia Crops Are Reported To Be in 
Fine Condition. 
THERE HAS. BEEN ¢LENTY OF RAIN: 


The Weather, Crop Bulletin for the Past 
Week Tells a Good Story of the 
Growing Crops. 


A cheerful story is toid again this week of 
the Georgia crops in the weekly contribu- 
tion which the local weather bureau makes 
to farming literature. 

Pilentiful rains are reported throughout 
the state and from almost gevery section 
comes the story of spicndid crop prospects. 

Here is the bulletin issued yesterday: 


‘Generous showers have fellen in all sec- 
tions of the state sifce last report; the 
temperature has been normal or slightly 
abcve. Crops are all in ftiourjshing shape, 
and though cotton has not yet enureiy re- 
covered from its backward condition, it is 
clear of grass, weeds and lice, has green, 
heakhy cdior and with ordinarily seasona- 
ble weather will yield up to or above the 
oa All other crops are in good con- 

ition, 


Northwest Sectieou. 


“In the northwest section temperature has 
been seasonable and showers fell on the 
25th and 29th, doing much good except in 
the extreme northwest; the reporter in 
Dade county stating that the oats crop, 
which was very fine, has been much dam- 
aged by the heavy rainfall. Generaliy the 
crop is very good and its harvest has been 
commenced. Wheat harvest is nearly fin- 
ished and when thrashing is not as good as 
expected, The best will not be cver half a 
crop. Corn is. fine, some fields laid by. 
Cotton is still small, but growing nicaly. 
Sorghum and peas are gvod. Plenty. of ber- 
ries, plun's and peaches. 


North Section. 


“In the northern counties the weather con- 
ditions of the past week have, as a whvuie, 
been favorable for the rapid growth of 
crops. There has generally been an ample 
supply of rainfall, but several reporters 
State that the week was dry in their locali- 
ties.

Paris is dotted with bathing establishments 
They belong to men, but are conducted by 
their wives and daughters. These bathing 
mistresses are fair pharmacists, and be- 
tween tubs and the jaundry they spend 
their time preparing toilet waters. They 
have materials always on hand for meal 
baths, starch baths, flower baths, sea baths 
and medicated baths. What they are pleas- 
ed to call a delicious bath has as many in- 
gredients as a Christmas pudding, barring 
the plums, in lieu of which lavender buds 
are used. The tub is lined with a linen 
sheet. It has a hole in the middle and is 
gored to fit the tub.

robe for warmth. 

If the bather doesn’t want her nails ‘‘fix- 
ed,” her eyebrows’ pinched or her hair 
dressed, she takes a nap and sleeps het- 
self dry and beautiful. Massage can be 
had everywhere, and operators experiment 
with everything but pitch for beautifying 
the body; milk, butter, tea leaves, chalk, 
Epsom salts, bread crumbs, crushed flow- 
ers, oils and spirits in variety, and soap 
and honey, are some of the toilet acces- 
sories used. Prices range from 12 cents to

JUDGE FAIN JUSTIFIES HIMSELF. 


Why the Fulton County Examinations 
Are Conducted as They Are, 

A card received from some one signing 
himself ‘‘High School Professor’’ was re- 
ceived by The Constitution. The card, at 
some length, attacks the method of con- 
ducting the examinations of teachers in 
Fulton county. It attacks Judge Fain for 
receiving a fee of $1. lt declares that the 
fee is illegal and that Judge Fain has no 
right to employ any one to aid him in the 
examinations and in grading the papers. 

The card was shown to Judge lain, 

“The writer,’ said Judge Fain, ‘does 
himself an injustice by exhibiting igno- 
rance of Fulton’s educational affairs and 
of the school laws. In the first place, he 
mentions at many points the $1 fee. This 
is easily explained, ‘There is not a teacher 
who teaches in Fulton county that hays 
that to pay. 

“Up to the time Commissioner Glenn 
went into office the fee was not charged. 
It has been customary for those desiring 
to teach to take the examination in the 
county in which they intended to teach. 
Upon several occasions the teachers have 
spent from $7 to $15 on the trip and the 
examinations, for some cause uncontrolled 
by them, did not occur. aA year or twu 
ago a mumber of those who desired to 
teach in various counties petitioned State 
School Commissioner Srauwell to permit 
them to take the examinations here and 
pay a one-dollar fee to defray the expenses 
of it. He refused, however, and the teach- 
ers were obliged to take the trips neces- 
sary to the examinations in other counties. 
When State School Commissioner UGienn 
came into office a petition with two or 
three hundred names attached was handed 
to him, 1 explained to him what it was 
for and he approved a circular which I 
published after he approved the petition. 
When a teacher who is examined teaches 
in Fulton county the-$1 is refunded. 

“A reference to the school law will show 
that I have the right to have,an assistant. 
It is ordered that the examinations of 
white and colored shall be in different 
rooms. An assistant is thus virtually a 
compulsory matter. No one man could 
examine into 200 or more papers with any 
satisfaction or accuracy in a short time.” 


A LAND OFFICE BUSINESS. 


That Is What Somebody Has Been Do- 
ing in Examination Papers. 

Judging by complaints received at the 
office of the state school commissioner, the 
person who secured copies of the examina- 
tion papers and sold them to the colored 
applicants for teachers’ licenses must have 
done a land office business. 

When Commissioner Glenn returned to 
his office yesterday he found several let- 
ters from county school commissioners 
reporting that some of those examined in 
their counties had copies of the papers be- 
forehand, and from others who suspected 
that something of the kind had happened 
in the examinations they conducted, 
though there was no direct proof. 

From Elbert, Franklin, Putnam, Newton, 
Wayne, Macon, Oglethorpe and Jefferson 
there have been these complaints. Commis- 
sioner Wall, of Elbert, furnishes a clew. He 
says that one of the negroes in his coun- 
ty ye that he had secured pa- 
pers from D. W. Boatner, of Atlanta, who 
is understood to be a student of the Gam- 
mon Theological seminary. 

It is suspected that the original copies 
were secured through the postoffice in 
some way and that Boatner, or whoever 
did the work, had copies made. 

Commissioner Glenn may call another 
examination for colored teachers, though 
- has not determined just what will be 

one.

She said yesterday that she would cer- 
tainly go to her husband, no matter where 
he was, if he sends for her. 

Yesterday's Constitution contained an ac- 
count <f Smith's being located in Juarez, 
Mexico, a telegram having been received 
in this city from him addressed to Mrs. 
Smith. The telegram notified thher of her 
husband's whereabouts and asked if she 
would come to Mexico and join him. 

Mrs. Smith was seen by a Constitution re- 
porter at her home about three miles south 
of the city, to the right of the Central 
railroad, yesterday afternoon. She said 
that she could not think of gcing within 
two or throe months, as she was in deli- 
cate health, as was her four-months’-old 
child, neither being in condition to travel 
as far as Mexico. The news of Smith be- 
ing located was read with great interest 
in Atlanta yesterday. Disappearances of 
men under such strange circumstances are 
rare and speculation as to the cause of his 
leaving the city has been rife during the 
five weeks that he has been away. The re- 
ceipt of a telegram signed by Smith him- 
self telling of his whereabouts was a de- 
cided bit of news to the public. 

May Be Brought Back. 

Efforts may be made to have the muchly 
wanted broker returned to Atlanta. His 
creditors in the city discussed the matter 
yesterday and are looking into the case 
with the view of having Smith arrested 
and extradited. Mr. John T. Moody, of the 
Moody Loan and Banking Company, which 
firm seems to be taking the initiative in en- 
deavoring to have Smith captured, said 
that if the embezzler ¢ould be brought bask 
from Mexico and could be arrested that he 
would try to have him captured. Smith 
got away with about $480 belonging to Mr. 
Moody's firm. 

What Mrs. Smith Says. 

Mrs. Smith, when found in the country 
yesterday afternoon, strongly denied that 
she had answered the telegram received 
from her husband, and said that she would 
not answer it. She said that she was too 
ill to discuss the matter more than to say 
that if she got able and her husband sent 
for her she would go to him, no matter 
where he was located. 

“Mr. Smith has always been kind and 
good to his family,’’ said Mrs. Smith, “and, 
of course, I would go to him if I knew ex- 
actly where to find him and was able to 
travel. I have never known why he left 
Atlanta and am as much in the dark about 
his disappearance as anybody. I. was sur- 
prised and glad to hear from him and hope 
that he is well. I do not know whether I 
will hear from him again or not.’’ 

Mrs. Smith appeared to be in very bad 
health, she stating that since ‘her hus- 
band’s disappearance she had not had a 
moment’s rest and peace, her baby being 
sick all the time, which added trouble and 
care to her misfortune and grief. She 
.Moved to her present home about a week 


fttue and going with her sister, Mrs. Crow- 
ley, in ithe country, where she and her 
children are being cared for. 

Heard from Last Sunday. 

Smith’s father and brother were seen at 
the old East Tennessee railroad shops yes- 
terduy afternoon, where the fcrmer is a 
gatekeeper, and from them it was learned 
that a telegram was received in Atlanta 
last Sunday night from Juarez, Mexico, 
signed by John Smith, stating that he was 
in that place and well. The telegram came 
to a friend of Smith.’s, bo they said, which 
the father and brother claiined was the 
first word they had heard from the miss- 
ing Smith. They declined to divulge the 
name of the man to whom the telegram 
was addressed, saying that they had 
pledged themselves to keep his name a se- 
eret, he not desiring to become mixed up 
in the matter. The father and brother ex- 
pressel the opinion that Smith would re- 
turn to Atlanta and settle up every cent 
that he owes and clear himself before the 
public. They steted that they knew noth- 
ing of the reasors for ‘his disappearance, 
having believed all the time that he was 
murdered and rcbbed. Both father and 
brother strongly denied that they had ‘had 
wny communication with Smith, claimirg 
that they did not even suspect that he was 
alive and in Mexico until the receipt of the 
telegram last Sunday night. 

Her Home Mortgaged. 

The house where Smith formerly lived is 
now vacant and marked for rent, Mrs. 
Smith having left it one day last week. It 
was learned yesterday that there are two 
mortgages hanging over the place, each 
being given as security for the amount of 
$300. This property has been in Mrs. 
Smith's name for two or three years and 
the mortgages were signed by her, the 
first being given about two years ago and 
the last about one year ago. The first 
mortgage is held by 8S. Barnett, the real 
estate dealer, and the second by Rambo 
& Jones, the real estate and loan men. 

It was stated yesterday that a possible 
explanation of Smith’s disappearance was 
the fact that the house and lot where he 
lived before leaving Atlanta had been 
mortgaged, but that beiief seems improb- 
able for the reason that the wife says 
that she signed the mortgages herself and 
that her husband could not possibly have 
committed any wrong so far as her prop- 
erty was concerned, 

Is This True? 

It was stated yesterday that Smith owed 
@ certain bank in the city the sum of 
$4,200, which amount he obtained on notes, 
but the name of the bank could not be 
learned. It is said that the bank did not 
want to be known in connection with the 
loss, preferring to let others catch Smith. 

The statement that Smith got away with 
that amount of money is by no means an 
improbable one. Smith had an exten- 
sive credit at several Danks in the city 
and did a large business with them, he 
lending” money on a large scale, having 
an arrangement of credit with at least 
three banks in the city. It is said that 
there are other claims against Smith, but 
the claimants decline to be known in the 
matter. 

What Chief Connolly Says. 

Chief of Police Connolly said fast night 
that he had taken no steps to have Smith 
arrested. The chief was of the opinion 
that Smith could be extradited and brought 
back from Mexico should he be arrested. 
The papers would have to be got from the 
government officials at Wasnington and 
presented to the Mexican authorities, all 
of which would make it an impossibility 
to bring Smith back to Atlanta in less than 
three or four weeks, should he be arrested 
today. 

Juarez, Mexico, where Smith is supposed 
to be located, is a small town oh the Mex- 
ican border opposite the city of El Paso, 
Tex., the two cities Deing separated by the 
Rio Grande river. Ei Paso is several 
hundred miles from Atlanta and is in 
the extreme western part of Texas. 
Juarez is on the Mexican Central railway—

SOME REALIZED PROFITS AND SOME SOLD 


And Prices Closed at the Lowest of the 
Day—Business Light in Both the Stock 
and Chicago Markets. 


New York, July 3.—There wasa decided 
falling off in the volume of business. in 
Stocks today, the sales footing up 155,544 
shares, against 307,368 yesterday. The dis- 
‘inclination to trade was only natural in 
view of tomorrow's holiday. A number of 
active traders did not put in an appearance 
at all, and the dealings, except in a few 
issues, were entirely devoid of excitement. 
At the opening the market was rather 
firm for the railway issues, London having 
cabled higher quotations for Americans, 
which rather encouraged local bulls. The 
rise in the active list at this time ranged 
from % to % per cent. Colorado Fuel and 
Iron, however, jumped 2 to 40, while the 
preferred brought 90 against 60, the last 
previously reported sale. The improvement 
in these stocks was due to statements that 
the company had liquidated a cumbersome 
floating debt through the sale of 5 per cent 
mortgage bonds. There was a little flurry 
in Northern Pacific bonds on the announce- 
ment that the London plan for reorganiz- 
ing the company with a Hill-Great Northern 
Euaranty had been been abandoned. Later 
on President Hill stated that no one had 
any «uuthcrity to speak for the Great 
Northern in the matter. It is a very pretty 
quarrel as it stands, and explanations ap- 
pear to be in order. The bulk of the trad- 
ing, ,.however, was in the Industrials, Su- 
gar figuring for 28,900 shares and Chicago 
Gas for 24,000 shares. The last named was 
decidedly heavy, and broke from 62% to 
601461.

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., July 3.—The Iron Trade 
Review will say tomorrow: With all *wage 
scales settled, the iron trade enters upon 
the second hal{ of the year with prospects 
of the heaviest summer output in years. 
Structural mills, plate and bar mills, east 
and west, are well supplied with orders, 
and rail mills have a tonnage before them 
that is in decided contrast to their beggarly 
orders a year ago. Theé.settlement of the 
bar iron scale has brought with it the an- 
nouncement of an advance to $1.20 for com- 
mon iron at valley mills. Sixty days of this 
new basis—and the probability is that 
prices may be higher before that time— 
will give the puddlers an advance to $4.25 
by September ist, and thus their demand 
has been met half way before they have 
had time to organize the threatened se- 
ceding movement. Two Pittsburg non- 
union mills, moreover, have already an- 
nounced a $4.25 rate. Aaother advance at 
this time of $1 a ton has just been made 
by southern furnaces and it carries with it 
a higher wage for labor at the mines of 
the producing companies, The present Bir- 
mingham basis is $8.75 for gray forge, $9.75 
for No. 1 and $9.25 for No. 2. Charcoal irons 
have not shared with the produce of coke 
furnaces in the recent advances, and 
strange as it may appear, there have been 
a few sales of Lake Superior charcoal to 
take the place of coke iron because of the 
higher price of the latter. Bessemer pig 
and billets~continue to advance, and the 
scarcity of steel {s being emphasized with 
every week, no indication appearing that 
the upward movement is to be interrupted. 
A sale of 1,500 tons of billets is reported at 
$19.25, Cleveland. Quite liberal sales of Bes- 
semer pig have been made at from $12.40 to 
$12.25, Valley furnace, in the past week, 
making an advance of $340 on that metal 
from the lowest point.

MASSACHUSETTS MEN HERE TODAY 


A Delegation from Alabama Started the 
W ork on the Alabama Building 
Yesterday Morning, 


The Massachusetts commissioners to the 
exposition will arrive this afternoon. 

The New York commissioners come Sun- 
day for a three days’ stay. 

The Alabama commissioners were here 
yesterday and inaugurated the commence- 
ment of their building with ceremonies ap- 
propriately festive. 

President Collier received telegrams from 
the New York and -Massachusetts boards 
yesterday afternoon, The messages stated 
that full boards from both of the states 
woul be here at the times stated. The 
message from the Massachusetts delegation 
came from Editor Kittredge, of The Tex- 
tile Record, who is secretary of the com- 
mission. The Textile Record is one of the 
strongest trade papers in New England 
and is a great influence among the manu- 
factories of that section. Mr. Kittredge is 
doing much valuable service in awakening 
the interest of the manufacturers who 
compose the patronage of his paper. 

The New York commission is composed 
of a number of etrong citizens of the me- 
tropolis and they will spend three days 
here arranging for the official exhibit from 
that state. They have an appropriation of 
$25,000 for the exhibit from that state and 
they have not yet decided how it shall be 
spent. It is thought, however, that a pub- 
lic comfort building will be built for the 
accommodation of the visitors from that 
etate and that the exhibit will be housed 
in the several exhibit buildings, according 
to classification. E 

Joyous Alabamians. 

A party of several prominent Alabam- 
fans who have charge of the building from 
that state arrived in Atlanta and stanted 
the work on that building. The m®mbers 
of the party were Colonel Rufus N. Rhodes, 
Major Frank Y. Anderson, Harry Whée- 
lock, the architect, and Mr. F. G. Shepard, 
who will build it. 

At noon the ertire party went out to the 
grounds, stopping at the site that had been 
selected near the Plant building. in the 
north end of the grounds. Mr, Anderson 
took up a pick and drove it into the ground 
ard Colonel Rhodes followed, performing 
the same action. A bottle of champagne 
was used, speeches were made by the lit- 
tle party and the movement was. started 
off with the proper eclat. 

Colonel Rhodes has been a powerful fac- 
tor in the construction of the building. He 
is president of the organization which 
raised the money for the construction of 
the building,@nd he _hi if did a;great 
deal of good work f t.. The building 
will cost about - and will be quite 
handsome. A plan or the building was 
published in The Constitution last week.

Exhibitors Are at, Work. 

The management of the exposition is ju- 
bilant over the brilliant results achieved 
by Mr. Lasther Stieringer, consulting elet- 
trical engineer, in the design for an electric 
fountaim. The design is that of a twin 
fountain, rising from an island in the cen- 
ter of the grand basin immediately in front 
of the machinery hall. The island which 
forms the ground work or tase of the foun- 
tain and covers ihe operating chamber is 
100 feet long and fifty feet wide. There are 
rineteen orifices, each with seven to. ten 
jets. The electric lights used under each 
orifice to project the beam of light through 
the water are of 250,00%-candle power each 
in the beam. 

The four forms of waiter used are the 
sclid stream, the geyser, the spray and the 
fog bank. ‘The highest jets will rise some- 
thing over 100 feet from the basin of the 
lake.* THe fog bank is to be produced by 
steam, condensed by means of spray. The 
four forms ‘will be used alternately in va- 
rious ways with fine effect. The streams 
and geysers will be interspersed with ¢ir- 
cular pipes throwing jets. in the form of 
whéat sheaves. ‘ 

» Mr. Stieringer designed the electric foun- 
tain at Chicago, but thinks this will sur- 
pass that in brilliancy of effect. 

Exhibitors are already at work in the 
electrical building. The Bell Telephone 
C-mpany ‘have a force of men preparing 
their exhibit. ‘This company will occupy 
over 1,000 square feet and their display will 
be very fine. It will comprise a complete 
central station, operating telephones in all 
parts of the grounds, connected with the 
main system in Atlanta and with the long: 
distance system throughout the state. Their 
Fpace will be fitted up in a very handsome 
manner and at ‘heavy expense and every- 
thing will be shown that illustrates the 
growth and progress of the telephone busi- 
ress. The expesition is to be congratulated 
upon the manner in which the Bell Tele- 
thone Company has taken hold of this mat- 
ter. 

The General Electric Company have en- 
gaged experts to design their display and 
it will be most elaborate. Their space also 
will occypy considerably over 1,000 square 
feet and they may possibly require more. 
The design of their exhibit will be original 
and unique and will create a decided sen- 
Sation. They are going into the matter 
With their accustomed zeal and liberality. 

The Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company have also secured one of 
the large central spaces and will fill it with 
& varied and interesting exhibit, and there 
Will be the usual rivalry between these two 
great companies as to which shall have 
the most interesting and instructive dis- 
piay.

Wayne Electric Corporation ‘wete also 
among the first to take a large amount of 
Space and they will not be behind any other 
company in the size and beauty of their ex- 
hibits.

He Talks About the Currency Sit- 
uation and Gives His Views. 


The resting and speech-making tour 
through Georgia of Hon. Josiah Patterson, 
the Tennessee statesman, began yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock when the portly 


Memphian disembarked from the Southern | 


road train and walked over to the Kimball. 
He wrote his name in a crude hand 
upon the register and was assigned to 
room 108, the raam which from years of 


custom has become known as the politi- | 


cidngs’ room. Mr. Patterson spent the af- 
fernoon in his room. He met a few 
friends during the afternoon and retired 
quite early. He did not go to the opera 
bouse to hear the speech of his former 
colleague, Mr. Bryan. 

The prominent apostle of gold is a rather 
striking man in personal appearance. He 
is large, high and broad with closely 
cropped, grayish hair, grayish mustache 
and imperial and heavy, ruddy features. 
A pair of gold-rimmed glasses add a few 
years to his appearance. 

“Tl am taking things quietly in Georgia,” 
said he, “resting you might say. I came 
here a day in advance to rest. I shall stay 
here until Saturday resting. Then I, g0 
to Augusta, where I speak Monday night. 


_ From Augusta I go to Savannah, and will 


‘gpeak in that city Tuesday night. 

“I believe the—anti.silver sentiment is 
growing all over the country. The question 
is in process of settlement, and when the 
two great national conventions meet in 
the summer of 1896 it will be practically 
relegated to the rear. It is being settled 
in favor of the gold standard. The result 
of Kentucky amounted to a revolution. 
A few weeks before the convention met 
Kentucky was largely a silver state.”’ 

“‘Tiow about Tennessee?’ 

The congressman hesitated and looked 
out upon the street. 

““W-e-ll,” said he slowly, “I don’t know 
as much about Tennessee as I know about 
other states—that is as much as I ought to 
know. Now, in Mississippi the gold senti- 
ment is growing, but if an election were 
held right now I suppose ‘free silver 
would carry the state. Arkansas seems to 
be in the free silver column, too. 

“I can’t say much about Georgia, but if 
I were to venture an opinion it would be 
that, Georgia is more strongly in favor of 
free silver than Mississippi. Your leading 
Statesmen here seem to favor free silver.’’ 

Mr. Patterson said the next congress 
would be uneventful*and that there would 
be no currency legislation. He said both of 
the great parties would declare against 
free silver. He thought a southern man 
might well be the nominee of the next dem- 
ocratic convention. It was the south’s op- 
portunity. The man was Carlisle; that is 
if the south would stand back of him. He 
said it was a mistake for the south to 
look to the west for a political alliance. 
[ti was to the east that this section must 
look. The east was looking to the south 
and if the south would declare for gold 
it would hold the key to the situation. 
“Our natural, logical alliance is with 
the east,”’ he suid; “What tie have we in 
the west? Our railroads don’t run there: 
our rivers don’t run there; our markets 
are not found there; we don’t get our 
money there. Why should we tie to the 
States of the west?’’
